A new feature in Fort Erie's 
two bingo halls set to be in 
service in early 2014 is pro¬ 
jected to win big for over 80 of 
non-profit organizations. 

Fort Erie politicians unani¬ 
mously voted in favour of 
bringing 'e-bingo' to Golden 
NuggetandUncleSam'sBingo 
at Mondays council- in- com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

It's a computerized form of 
playing the classic game of 
chance that will cost opera¬ 
tors of each separately owned 
site roughly $500,000, to be 
fully equipped to offer the 
modern feature. 

Charities could benefit with 
anywhere from $250,000 to 
one million dollars in the proj¬ 
ect's first year, depending on 
how successful it is. 

In five years, the Town is 
projected to lose $571,000 if 
100 per cent of the projected 
market is reached in that 
span.

Organization earns award for its 
efforts against homelessness

The Resource Association for 
Teens (RAFT), which is operated by 
The Niagara Resource Service for 
Youth and Youth Reconnect, were 
one of four recipients of the Eva's 
Initiatives Award for Ending Youth 
Homelessness. 

The award recognized Canadian 
organizations that demonstrate lead¬ 
ership in preventing, reducing and 
ending youth homelessness in 
Canada. 

The RAFT applied for the award, 
which was part of a national compe¬ 
tition that had 67 other applicants. 

"They handout four awards yearly, 
we were pleasantly surprised by 
being chosen," said Michael Lethby, 
executive director of The RAFT. 

"What makes it kind of cool is that 
the other winners were in Vancouver, 
Montreal and Ottawa and we're rep¬ 
resenting Niagara," he said. 

The RAFT, which offers a home¬ 
lessness program, an after school 
program and community develop¬ 
ment program, will be using the 
money to start a new family develop¬ 
ment program, which will be called 
the Eternal Route program. It's a 
program to help connect homeless 


youth with their family to help sup¬ 
port them. 

The award was given to The RAFT 
because of their dedication and suc¬ 
cess to end youth homelessness 
through their Youth Reconnect pro¬ 
gram, which was piloted in Fort Erie 
in 2008 and expanded to the entire 
region in 2009. 

The Youth Reconnect program, 
which is available in Fort Erie, is 
designed to help youth without 
secure housing access services and 
support within their own communi¬ 
ty. By helping them remain in their 
home communities they can give 
back both socially and economically. 
Prior to this program there were no 
services in Fort Erie and at-risk youth 
found themselves being forced to 
leave their communities to secure 
housing. 

"When a youth has to leave their 
community to find housing, they're 
forced to change schools and rein¬ 
vent themselves. When they have to 
travel to another community that's 
when they put themselves at a higher 
risk to find themselves in danger; 
whether it's by sex exploitation or 
drug use," said Lethby.

Local poet wants to 
keep helping others

"A poetry book can only be as big as 
you are. That's why I wanted to involve 
the community." 

Those were the words spoken by 
Andrew Aitken of Fort Erie, whose pas¬ 
sion for writing led him to helping oth¬ 
ers develop their writing careers. 

The idea of putting together a poetry 
book came to him almost two years ago, 
and at that time he was just going to do 
a solo project, but wanted to see if any 
other writers in Fort Erie wanted to take 
part in the book. 

That's when 'Leaves of the Poet Tree' 
began, he was surprised to have 20 
other poets jump onboard with the 
book to publish their work. 

"It was this book and seeing the 
response from people that really moti¬ 
vated me to help others harness their 
writing skills,'' said Aitken. 

It was this book that launched him 
into starting his own publishing com¬ 
pany, which he called Written Rock. 

Leaves of the Poet Tree features 56 
poems from local authors and is cur¬ 
rently published electronically. 

"What's cool about this book is that it 
was a real community effort, the pho¬ 
tography was all done by people I know, 
as were the back and front covers," he 

Involving the community in the book 
was important for Aitken because he 
noted that there wasn't a lot for aspiring 
poets in Fort Erie. 

"With the book people were willing to 


submit their work, and no one wanted 
to hide their names," he said. 

The electronic market for authors 
aspiring to be published has been a 
huge asset The costs involved in print¬ 
ing a book can run into the thousands 
and a lot of young writers don't have 
that kind of money. 

"It really does make it easier to pub¬ 
lish electronically, it doesn't cost any¬ 
thing to publish," he said. 

In lanuary, Written Rock was official¬ 
ly backed from the Government of 
Canada. 

Aside from having a passion for poet¬ 
ry, writing, art and music, Aitken has 
also educated himself through various 
online resources as well as attending 
school. 

"This year I'm focusing on marketing 
and promotion. I really want to spread 
the word that I'm here and I'm offering 
this service," he said. 

Written Rock is trying to inspire young 
writers as well through the Written Rock 
Short Story Contest 2013. Submissions 
will be accepted until midnight on Tune 
30. The story can be about any topic 
and up to 5,000 words in length. The 
first place winner will get $500 and 
there will be three runner up prizes of 
lesser value. All three will be published 
alongside a few notable writers in a 
book containing short stories set to 
release in the fall of 2013. 

The contest is also be offered in librar¬ 
ies and school boards.

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Prince of Wales Stakes Race moving to Tuesday part of changes at track

The tradition of the 
Fort Erie Racetrack is 
alive and well but its most 
historic and prestigious 


race will see some chang¬ 
es this season. 

The Prince of Wales 
stakes race, which is the 
second jewel in the 
Canadian triple crown of 
horse racing, will be held 
on Tuesday July 30. 

Since 1959 the race has

been held on a Sunday 
afternoon, but the Fort 
Erie Live Racing 
Consortium (FELRC)'s 
board of directors voted 
in favour of holding it on 
a Tuesday when the track 
offers its twilight series. 

Moving the event was 


not an easy decision for 
the track but Elissa Blowe, 
manager media market¬ 
ing and events with the 
Fort Erie racetrack, feels 
that it is a step in a posi¬ 
tive direction. 

"The transition panel 
that was put together 
with the government 
wanted us to modernize 
ourselves and think out¬ 
side of the box," said 

In 2010 they introduced 
twilight racing, which 
quickly turned into the 
most popular day at the 

"Actually, the final day 
of the twilight series last 
year out bet the Prince of 
Wales race," she said. 

The reasoning behind 
switching the day of the 
week that the racetrack 
would host the decorated 
event was met with oppo¬ 
sition from people who 
are comfortable with the 
annual tradition and the 
way it has been run for 
almost 60 years. 

"We hope that the 


change will bring in the 
regulars, but also new 
faces to the track for this 
race," said Blowe. 

Another factor in 
changing the day was the 
scheduling for jockeys 
that would be competing 
in the race, that spend 
most of their time at 
Woodbine. 

Considering that 
Tuesdays are generally a 
slow time of the week at 
the Greater Toronto Area 
racetrack, holding the 
Prince of Wales on a 
Tuesday is more conve- 

The twilight 
series will con¬ 
tinue this racing 
season and offer 
those who attend 
a chance to see a 
local band as 
well. Racing will 
begin May 26, 
with the first twi¬ 
light series being 
held June 4. Local 
band Horns from 
Hell will be open¬ 
ing up the series. 


"All I hire for entertain¬ 
ment is local bands, 
because we're the biggest 
employer in Fort Erie, we 
like to give the local art¬ 
ists the chance to be 
heard too," said Blowe. 

This is a special racing 
season at the Fort Erie 
racetrack because of the 
fact that they came very 
close to not being here 
this season.

April 15 and 16, with 12 
jurors selected over a pool 
of 400. 

Peter Barr, who had rep¬ 
resented Burjoski up until 
last week, is no longer the 
man's lawyer. 

"Mr. Burjoski may or may 
not be defending himself in 
the future," Barr explained. 

"It would be rare if he did 
defend himself because it 
is a first-degree murder 
trial and it's almost unheard 
of." 

Lococo and Burjoski, 45, 
were arrested in August 
2010 in connection with 
Pizzicarola's death. 

Originally, jury selection 
for the murder trial was 
scheduled to begin last 
October but was cancelled 
and moved to April due to 
pretrial motions. 

The jury had already 
heard from a number of 
police witnesses as well as 
a pathologist who testified 
37-year-old Pizzicarola 
died from a "combination 
of blunt force trauma to the 
head and torso."
